Judge Crane received 989 bal- 
lots, Parks, 246. Chief Sawyer 
polled 998 counts and Mr. Ja-( 
cobs 279. Both Judge Crane ana | 
Sawyer have served the city and 
the township for nearly 30 years 
and their vote Tuesday came as 
a fitting testimony of service wel: 
rendered.

Officials of a big mail order house, whose market is large- 
ly in the agricultural sections, say they are not worried about | 
the business outlook. Their business right now is relatively 
better than at any previous time this year, says the San Ber- 
nardino Sun. 

It comes about partly through the improvement of business 
in the industrial sections not affected by the drought. But 
they are not worried, they even about the afflicted farm | 
areas. '

Pioneers Want To Join Event and 
Tell of the Early Days of Upland|* 


Pioneers from many southland 
cities have placed with local of- 
ficials their names and records 
and all of these will be honor- 
ed during the Pioneer Pilgrim- 
age September 9. The pioneer 
living in California the longest 
will be honored with special 
ceremonies. 

Each has a story of pioneer- 
ing, of assisting in building up 
the state and of hardships pe- 
culiar to years ago. 

Perhaps the oldest of the pion- 
eers who will be included in the 
day’s ceremonies is Mrs. Jose- 
phine Young of Colton. She was 
born in New Mexico in 1840, 
coming to what is now Colton 
87 years ago. The Colton cham- 
ber of commerce will bring Mrs. 
Young to Upland as the dele- 
gate from that city. 

Charles C. Modie, Glendora, 
has been a resident of the state 
77 years and he will be among 
the “old-timers.” He has been 
in Glendora only two years, but 
his residence in the state dates 
back to the time when there 
wasn’t much here except plenty 
of room. 

In Highland there is David 
Seeley, who arrived in California 
June 11, 1851. The San Bernar- 
dino chamber of commerce wrote 
to Clair E. Kirk about Mr. Seel- 
ey and the letter in part quoted 
Mr. Seeley as saying: “I was 
born in Salt Lake City on April 
17, 1850. My father and mother 
left Salt Lake City on August 
18, 1850. They arrived at the 
mouth of the Cajon pass on June 
11, 1851, 50 wagons being in the 
party. I am 84 years and 4 
months of age.” 

Mrs. Lenora J. MacDonald, 
Los Angeles, is a native-——pion- 
eer of Los Angeles for 61 years. 
“My parents,” she said, ‘came 
to California in 1866. I have 
eight brothers and sisters, four 
born outside this state and five 
of us natives. All of us have 
always lived in and near Los An- 
geles.”
